The disturbance began at the St. 


Louis & San Francisco railroad sta- 
tion, where Jim Deckard engaged in 
a fight with an Indian boy, Steve 
Grayson, and beat him into insensi- 
bility with a rock. Friends of Gray- 
son notified the police, and when Po- 
liceman Klaber went to the station 
Deckard fled to his house nearby, 
barricaded himself in, and when Kla- 
ber approached Deckard shot and in- 
stantly killed him. Sheriff Robinson 
formed a posse in a few minutes and 
hurried to the scene. Part of this 
posse was made up of a group o£ 
negroes, whom the sheriff commis- 
sioned as deputies. As the posse ap- 
prouch'ed the house Deckard opened 
lire with a rifle, firing as rapidly as 
-lie could load his weapon. 
The sher- 


iff fell first, instantly killed. 


Then two of the negro deputies 


were (lain. Deckard's 
house 
was 


soon su.'rounded by a frenzied mob 
of armed men. Fire was set to a 
house just north of Deckard's. Vol- 
leys were 
poured 
into Deckard's 


house and lie was shot down. 
He 


was seen to roll over on the floor, 
strike a match and set fire to his own 
house, which was soon a roaring fur- 
nace, in which his body was baked. 
Deckard evidently had a large quan- 
tity 
of 
ammunition stored in his 


house, for many cartridges exploded 
while the house was burning. 


Governor Haskell at Guthrie was no- 


tified of the battle and of tho bad 
feeling between whites and negroes 
that had grown out of it and threat- 
ened a race riot. The governor at 
once ordered the militia company at 
Muskogee to prepare to go to Okmul- 
gee, and a special train was made 
ready to carry the troops, the gover- 
nor remaining at his office to keep in 
touch with tho situation.

building brick. !:::!•< c'.iabliiii; cririiicers, 
and builders to i eject pi,<n- materials 
and encouraging tiie mauuiaciuiers of 
well made and burnt bricks. 
At the 


present time we do not know tho dif- 
ference bet ween a good and a bad 
brick. 
Another fcaiure of ihe work 


will consist in evolving st.iiulaid tests 
of clays for Hie purpose of determin- 
ing the use to which they are best suit- 
ed, thus assisting in (he development 
of the clay resources of the country 
and avoiding the great money losses 
caused by ill advised investments in 
low grade clay properties. 
An exam- 


ination of many failures of new clay 
enterprises may frequently be traced 
back to a mistake made in the selec- 
tion of the clay deposit. 


"Strange as it may seem, we do not 


fully understand such familiar proper 
ties as the plasticity of < lay. Neilhei 
is the nature of the various grades of 
clay clearly understood. Another phase. 
of the work deals with the yeneral 
manufacturing problem. I might men- 
tion the important question of 'white- 
wash' appearing ou brick walls, a dif 
iiculty causing serious annoyance and 
loss to manufacturers and users of 
bricks by innrring the beauty of many 
structures. 


"Tho clay industry is one of the most 


important in the country. 
Last \car 


the value of Mich products amounted 
10 $1-U».«'7.0W, a gain of M per cent 
o\er the previous year. We are slow- 
ly realizing that ii is not necessary to 
import, clay or clay products from Ku- 
rope. An American manufacturer lias 
demonstrated that he can make as line

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Out at St. Francis. ou the western 


border of Kansas. where the settler 
turned his back on his farm not so 
tunny years ago as uot arable or worth 
the effort, the uewest thiug in farm 
machinery is threatening to retire the 
horse from the farm about as thor- 
oughly as lie has been driven from i la- 
city streets by the motor car. At least 
two farmer* in Cheyenne county are 
using what is called the farm motor. 
a machine that mnv bo d<wrll*H) :i< 
the mule of the motor car family. It 
is a general faru» drudge, plowing. 
disking, harrowing, seeding, harvest- 
ing and even hauling the thrashed 
wheat to market. 


Horses \vill furnish the power for 


most of these things, it is true, so that 
there is nothing remarkable about the 
story thus far. 
But the farm motor 


will do it in a third the time, at a 
fourth the expense and better. It has 
no apparent drawbacks. 
It can be 


used wherever horses can go. ami 
where large areas are to be. tilled it 
promises te send the horse into total 
eclipse. 


Think of plowing up about thirty 


acres in a single leisiuely day with 
one machine, disking a swath twenty- 
six feet wide at the rate of three 
linear miles an hour, hauling 000 bush- 
els of wheat to market at one trip 
' and you have an idea of the new mo- 
tor and what it will actually accom- 
plish under conditions none too favor- 
able. sajs a St. Francis correspondent 
of the Kansas C'ity Star. Then con- 
ceive of doing this plowing in the vir- 
gin prairie at about 30 cents an acre 
and hauling that amount of wheat 
thirteen 
miles to market for $10. 


counting the return trip. Theu you 
have even a Hearer impression. 


The farm motor is just a big. heavy. 


awkward looking motor car. built for 
hard, heavy \\ork. It is the embodi- 
ment of all the principles of the motor 
car seen ou the streets every day, ex- 
cept that It produces strength where 
the other develops speed. In front is 
the big radiator, cooling the four cyl- 
inders. The drive wheels arc big steel 
affairs with tires eighteen inches wide. 
studded with sharp conical spikes for 
takiug hold of the ground. 
Gasoline 


furnishes the motive power, and one 
man can operate it with its plows. 
disks 
or harrows, 
hitched behind. 


without the slightest trouble. 


In Cheyenne county two big farmers 


are using the motor with satisfaction. 
They are Jerry Lyons, whose farm of 
1.000 acres is seven miles from St. 
Francis, and G. W. Denny, whose 
3,500 acre farm is thirteen miles dis- 
tant from the town. 
Recently both 


places were vteitecl. 
On the Denny 


farm the motor was bu<y disking a 
big field which had been broken last 
spring. Hitched behind the big, luni- 
. bering car were three sets of disks. 
two four horse and one eight horse 
affairs. 


Moving along at a steady pace of 


about three miles an hour, the ma- 
chine dragged the disks over a lateral 
area of twenty-six feet with a** much 
ease as though putting along a road. 
piling the once broken soil along in lit- 
tle furrows, ready for harrowing and 
the seed. The field was a mile long 
and about SCO feet wide, so that at the 
longest circuit of the field the machine 
was disking about eight acres of 
ground, 
The circuit took about an 


hour. 
As geared up for work the 


motor weighed six tons. A steam en- 
gine of the same kind and power 
would weigh three times as much. 


II. C. Denny, son of the farm's own 


er, speaking of the disking, snid: 


"When we get done with this we will 
cross disk It. but wl:on we do tliat \vo will 
bitch thirty feet of hairov.-s b'hlnti and 
do the harrowing as x\e dKU.

Prince Chun in 1903. An edict issuad 
on Friday made Pu-Yi heir presump- 
tive.

alone and unattended, although .sur- 
rounded by circles of abject specta- 
tors, who remained n rod ('.istajit. as 
on account of-the. bacred persons of 
their majesties they could uof be ap- 
proached. 
The emperor died as he 


had 
lived, without ministration of 


whatever kinxk or scientific aid. For 
months he had refused to .permit the 
services of. foreign physicians, and 
although it was .stated that, he had 
gone back to the old form of medical 
treatment, it is believed that latterly 
he received no treatment at all. 


Tse Hsi An (or western empress), 


was born Xov. 17. 1834. She was the 
child of poor people, who lived in 
Peking. At-an early age, following a 
common practice in China, she was 
sold as a slave by her parents on ac- 
count of their poverty. She became 
the property 
.of a famous general 


who, 
enchanted with her great beau- 


ty, adopted her and offered her as a 
present to the 
reigning emperor. 


Hsien-Feng. She so charmed., the em- 
peror by her looks and intelligence 
that he made her his secondary wife, 
and on .her .bearing him a son,- the 
future emperor, 
Tung-Chili, 
raised 


her to the first rank,. On his death 
she became the regent of the empire, 
administering the 
national 
affairs 


with more vigor .than any of her pre- 
decessors. Her authority was com- 
plete over about, 14,000 officials and 
over the welfare and lives of the vast 
majority of-the Inhabitants ot-China, 
who number close to 270,000,000. 


Among the populace she was roar- 


ed and hated, principally because of 
her treatment 
of the emperor, for 


whom the enlightened and the com- 
mon people had a sympathetic liking. 
She was commonly referred to by the 
sobriquot "ihe old Bud-Ilia." and her 
character in the eyes of the masses 
was that of the tyrant of the em- 
peror. 
She was a law unto herself 


She violated the constitution of thr 
dynasty that forbids a woman ruler, 
and broke the sacred customs given 
by the sages. 
She relentlessly or- 


dered all betrothals and marriages in 
the imperial household, family and 
imperial court, and supervised scrup- 
•ulouslv tho conduct of individuals

MEET AT PITTSBURG 


Plan to Reitore Relics of a Remarkable 


Race. 


"A" movement forwarded by the Colo- 
rado Archaeological society is beini: 
promoted at Colorado Springs to gain 
government permission to restore tin- 
aucient cliff ruins on Mesa Verde, near 
Mancos, Colo., in order to make a last- 
ing ethnological memorial of the pre- 
historic race that inhabited America 
even before the nomad Indians. 


That such restoration is possible is 


proved by the work already done in 
restoring to their primeval appearance- 
tho ancient cliff, ruins near Colorado 
Springs, which work was completed 
about three years ago. This work was 
first suggested by Helen Hunt .lack- 
son, who took a keen interest in tin- 
preservation of the archaeological and 
ethnological wonders existing within 
the confines of the United State*. 


The ruins on tire Messa Verde are 


now contained in a government reser- 
vation, a plan found necessary sev- 
eral years ago to preserve the ruins 
from the depredations of tourists and 
relic hunters. 


Much damage 
bad 
already 
be«»n 


done by vandals, however, before tb- 
law declaring the resorvatioti w:n 
passed, but it is now believed tb.it 
when the proposed restoration is made 
these relics of n wonderful people will 
be adequately preserved 'for th" study 
of future generations. Some such res 
toratlon is necessary if the ruins are | 
to be preserved, for while they stood 
the action of the elements for thou- 
sands of years the general use of irri 
gntion has now so affected the climate 
of southern Colorado that the ruins 
are fast crumbling with the action of 
a damper atmosphere. 


At present these are the best pre- 


served ruins of general ethnological 
interest in the Tinted States and are 
visited by thousands of tourists every 
year.
